he  numbers  are  still 
quite  frightening:  for 
every  job  available  in 
New  York  City  in  2009, 
there  are  six  appUcants  for  that 
job. 

Connecting  with  prospective 
employers,  knowing  what  they  are 
looking  for  and  somehow  getting 
an  interview  is  one  of  the  most 
daunting  hurdles  in  finding  a  job. 
The  Job  and  Internship  Fair,  run 
by  the  Office  of  Career 
Counseling,  Wellness  and 
Disability  Services,  brings  together 
nearly  forty  corporations,  civil 
service  organizations  and  local 
civic  groups  who  are  looking  for 
new  employees  and  interns. 
Organized  by  Frank  LaTerra  and 
Lilly  Shmulevich,  the  Job  and 
Internship  Fair  allows  students  of 
all  classes  to  speak  to  recruiters 
and  find  out  what  they  are  looking 
for    in    terms    of    majors,    skill 


packages  and  training,  so  that  they 
can  be  prepared  when  applying  for 
jobs. 

"I  encourage  all  my  students  to 
actively  seek  internships,  because 
they  look  great  on  a  resume  and 
often  dovetail  with  what  a  student 
wants  to  do,"  said  Dr.  Howard 
Weiner,  who  teaches  the 
Communication  for  Professionals 
course  at  SJC. 

Federal,  state  and  city  departments 
and  bureaus  such  as  the  NYPD 
and  Homeland  Security  sent 
recruiters  to  the  fair  and  because 
of  the  stability  of  civil  service  jobs, 
they  were  popular  stops  for 
students,  particularly  seniors. 
"I'm  only  a  freshman,  but  I  think 
that  it's  never  too  early  to  start 
seeing  what  job  availability  is  like, 
or  to  look  for  a  good  internship," 
said  Maureen  Saintilus. 
Numbers  may  not  improve,  but 
Job  Fairs  can  help  beat  the  odds.

irst,  the  good  news.  If 
you  look  at  the 
individual  records  of 
the  SJC  Baseball  Team, 
you  would  get  the  feehng  that  they 
had  a  fine  season. 
Heavy  hitting  Kevin  Diaz  led  in 
many  offensive  categories  such  as 
batting  average  (.412),  OBP 
(.500),  total  bases  (61)  and  home 
runs  (6).  Only  a  sophomore,  Diaz 
represents  the  future  for  SJC 
baseball. 

Not  far  behind  him   statistically 
was  senior  Chris  Davidson,  whose 
numbers    were    just     about     as 
impressive. 
Power  pitcher  Keith  Juricich  had 


an  ERA  of  3.38  with  two  wins 
under  his  belt.  Opposing  batters 
only  hit  .227  off  of  him. 
But  the  reaUty,  and  the  bad  news, 
is  that  the  good  hitting  and  good 
pitching  didn't  always  happen  on 
the  same  days.  On  19  occasions, 
opponents  scored  in  double  digits 
off  of  Bear  pitching-and  three 
times  they  totaled  20+  runs.

In  the  finals  of  the  HVMAC 
tournament,  the  Bears  defeated 
Vaughn  College  78-62  to  take  the 
conference  title. 


Strange?  Perhaps,  but  after  all,  the 
team  placed  three  players  on  the 
2009-10  All-Conference  Team:

hen  a  team  goes  1  - 1 7  on 
the  season  and  0-3  in 
conference  play,  it's 
hard  to  come  away  with 
positives. 

But  for  second  year  Head  Coach 
Barbara  Cwiekala,  the  2010 
season  was  as  much  a  learning 
experience  for  her  as  for  the  team. 
With  only  two  seniors  graduating, 
the  squad  is  both  relatively  young 
and  relatively  new  to  HVMAC 
competition.

Muhammad  Ali  Bhatti  shared  top 
honors  in  sets  with  58  apiece,  and 
Bhatti  also  led  the  team  with  1 29 
assists. 

On  the  downside,  the  team 
averaged  3.6  errors  per  set  on 
serve  receptions,  with  a  total  of 
208  for  the  season.  To  be 
competitive  in  the  20 1 1  season, 
they  will  have  to  work  on  that 
aspect  of  their  game. 
And  work  they  will.  From  here, 
things  can  only  look  up.

Not  only  were 
they  26-9-1  overall  (2-0  in 
conference  play),  but  included  in 
those  26  victories  were  an 
amazing  1 1  shutouts,  with  a  string 
of  4  shutout  games  in  a  row. 
With  a  team  loaded  with  talent, 
particularly  notable  was  the  play 
of  Alyson  Chiaramonte~a  true 
two-way  threat.  Not  only  did  she 
lead  the  team  in  batting  average  at 
.462,  hits  (43),  total  bases  (50)  and 
stolen  bases  (8),  but  she  was  also 
the  team's  pitching  star  going  1 2-3 
on  the  season. 

The  team  also  featured  two  other 
.400  hitters:  MiUicia  Malvasio  at 


.446  and  Christina  Girardi  at 
.400. 

Lisa  Scheer  led  the  team  in  RBIs 
with  26,  followed  by  Chiaramonte 
at  24  and  Lauren  Norris  at  21. 
Malvasio  had  an  almost 
preternatural  .578  slugging 
percentage  and  a  .569  on  base 
percentage. 

The  team  put  together  a  winning 
streak  of  8  consecutive  games  and 
only  had  one  3  game  losing  streak 
for  the  entire  season. 
There's  power  in  these  bats  and 
plenty  of  strength  in  the  hurler's 
arms  and  talent  at  the  key 
positions-enough  to  make  the  SJC 
Lady  Bears  a  force  to  be  reckoned 
with  in  conference  play  for  the 
next  two  or  three  seasons.

Footprints  2010 


Footprints  2010  is  a  publication  of  St.  Joseph's  College  of  Brooklyn, 
New  York.  It  was  published  by  Taylor  Pubhshing  Company  of 
Dallas,  Texas.  The  book  consists  of  184  pages  printed  on  100  lb. 
enamel  stock.  A  stock  cover  was  utilized,  bound  in  Smyth  board  and 
stock.  Over  30  fonts  were  used  in  the  design  of  Footprints  2010, 
both  from  the  Taylor  font  library  and  other  sources.  A  total  of  375 
copies  were  printed  and  the  book  was  delivered  in  September  of 
2010.  Footprints  2010  was  designed  and  produced  in  the  Taylor 
Spectra-Elite  Vision  program  and  submitted  via  disk.  An  IBM 
Intellistation  M  Pro  equipped  with  Windows  XP  was  also  used 
throughout  the  production  of  the  book.  Headhnes  were  designed  in 
Word  Perfect  lO's  subapplet.  Text  Art.  The  Adviser  and  Director  of 
Student  Pubhcations  was  Dr.  Howard  Bruce  Weiner.  The  Taylor 
Publishing  Company  representative  was  Thomas  Kehoe  of 
Huntington,  Long  Island,  New  York. 
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
